The River Conway is 
a pretty and picturesque river, and is navigable 
for about 14 miles. Trefriw is a large village 
situated under the hills on the western side of 
the river, and everything is being done to make 
the village attractive to visitors. A fine view of 
Conway Castle and the surrounding neighbourhood 
can be obtained from the river. 
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
